Motorists ‘driving unsafe: auto- 
mobiles in East Jordan this month 
face arrest and fines, Chief Harry 
Simmons said yesterday. 

Chief Harry’ Simmons announc- 
ed stepped-up enforcement: of the 
city’s vehicle maintenance laws in 


support of the May traffic safety | 


program of the Michigan State 
‘Safety Commission and the. Nat- 
fonal Safety Council. Emphasis 
this month. is . directed toward 
‘promoting motor vehicle . care as 
a means of reducing traffic. ac- 
cidents, 

“ All officers,” Chief . Harry 
Simmons said; “have been alerted 
to watch. for obviously. unsafe 
autos — especially those with out- 
of-focus lights or bad ' brakes. 

Drivers of defective sautomob- 
ibes who become involved in. | ac- 
cidents may be charged with vio- 
lating the Traffic Law, he said. 

Chief Harry Simmons pointed 
out that unsafe automobiles were 
a factor in 12 percent — or about 
8,300 — of fatal traffic accidents 
in .1949. In some states, he report= 
ed, mechanically defective ears 
were factors in 19 percent-of ac- 
cidents involving deaths. 

The -law enforcements. official 
further emphasizes the .. serious- 
ness of .the. problem by: reporting 
that ‘approximately. one. out of 


three cats on the nation’s streets | 


or highways has some obvious and 
hazardous defect.” 

Chief Harry Simmons tirged 
every motorist in East Jordan ‘to 
have his brakes, "lights, steering 
mechanism and tires checked. im- 
mediately: These are the mechan- 


Jical features which are most dan- 


gerous if they are in. poor. ‘con- 
dition, he said. Other safty equip- 
ment. which should be: inspected 
and replaced, if: necessary, are 
rear. and stop: lights, windshield 
wipers, muffler, - windoy 
horn and rear-view mirro

THE CONGRESS—And while the Truman-MacArthur controversy 


- raged along the Main Streets of the nation, the debate reached the boil- 


ing point in the house and senate. It can be said with all truthfulness that 
the dispute reached the stage where those two bodies of men, representing 
the people of the United States, stripped themselves of what little dignity 
remained after three years of battling over domestic and foreign issues. 

The debate, for the most part, was along party lines with the Repub- 
licans backing MacArthur and the Democrats plugging the President. 


Both sides hurled the label of ‘war party’ at the other. There were in- | 


dications, however, that the two parties might get together for a sweep- 
ing investigation of the administration's far eastern policy. 


ANOTHER LONG. WAIT—While the nation talked of the Truman-': 
- MacArthur controversy, the house passed its version of a draft bill. But 


the mothers and fathers in the small towns of the nation appear in for’ an- 
other long ‘wait before they learn the fate of their sons. 

The measure now goes to.a house-senate conference committee that 
has. the senate version of a draft.
